21. (previously presented): The method according to claim 20, wherein the composition is 
administered in an amount of from about 0.1 mg/kg of body weight/day to about 25 mg/kg of body 
weight/day. 

22. (previously presented): The method according to claim 14 or claim 17, wherein the 
composition is administered transdermally, intramuscularly, intravenously, subcutaneously, intranasally, 
topically or orally.
